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Individual Electoral Registration and the Boundary Review — Briefing 


EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 
OVERVIEW: 


Changes to the way we register to vote mean up to 

1.9 million people may fall off the electoral register in 
December. 

The government, against the advice of its own 
independent expert body, wants to end the transition 
period for the new individual electoral registration (IER) 
system in December 2015. This is one year earlier than 
originally planned. 

When the transition period ends, those people that 
local authorities have not been able to match with tax 
or benefit records and who have not re-registered and 
provided a National Insurance number will be taken off 
the electoral register. 

The registers with the largest predicted drop off tend to 
be in large urban areas with a high incidence of multiple 
occupancy housing, regular home movers and large 
numbers of historically low propensity registering voters. 
The new registers will then be used for the upcoming 
Boundary Review meaning it will produce a distorted 
electoral map in which urban areas and low propensity 
voters are under-represented. 

Not giving enough time for IER to be implemented 
carefully furthermore makes it more difficult for many 
people to exercise their right to vote, a key foundation of 
our democracy and a fundamental human right. 

A study of 54 Universities across Britain found that very 
few were planning any voter registration efforts this 
autumn. 

When the IER drop-off is included, it is estimated that 
there will be 10 million eligible voters not on the electoral 
register. 


KEY STATISTICS 


23% of Hackney voters could drop off the electoral 
register in December 

Birmingham could lose 7.7% of its electorate 

Glasgow loses 67,225 voters, Birmingham loses 56,645 
Cambridge loses 17% of its electors and that’s before an 
expected heavy drop off of students in the new college 
year 

Six of the eight biggest drop-offs are in London, which 
overall loses as many as 415,013 

London loses up to 6.9% of its voters while the South 
West only loses 2.8%, East of England 2.9% and the South 
East 3.5%. 

Scotland is the next worst affected region, losing 5.5% of 
its voters. 


INDIVIDUAL ELECTORAL REGISTRATION (IER): 


As a result of The Electoral Registration and 
Administration Act 2013 the UK is moving from the old 
household survey method of electoral registration to a 
new method of individual registration. 

About 87% of people had their details verified and 
approved for the new register. 


The unmatched people (6 million) were then investigated 
by the Electoral Commission in conjunction with 
Electoral Registration Officers in order to confirm them 
as legitimate voters or remove them from the register. 
By May 2015 the 6 million carried forward voters had 
been reduced to 1.9million — still 4% of the total register. 
Originally, efforts were to continue to verify these 
outstanding entries until 2016, but the legislation 
allowed for this date to be moved forward to December 
2015 should the government of the day bring forward an 
order under the Act. The current government did this on 
16% July. 


THE IMPACTS 


The 1.9 million unconfirmed voters on the electoral 
register are not evenly distributed across the country — 
there are in the region of 120 local authorities that will 
see a fall in the number of registered voters of more than 
the average of 4%. 

The Boundary Commission is scheduled to start work in 
April 2016 and under their rules seats will be reallocated 
away from areas with high numbers of unverified voters. 
The new distribution of seats will disfavour groups of 
people least likely to be verified on the register: young 
people, renters, certain ethnic minorities and students. 
The situation will be exacerbated when students 

return to university, as they will now have to register 
individually. Electoral Commission data shows that the 
number of voters aged 17 dropped significantly with the 
introduction of IER in 2014. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


® The decision to bring forward the full implementation 


of Individual Electoral Registration is annulled — as it 
possible under the legislation — so allowing councils a 
further 12 months to register the missing voters. 

The government make significant extra resources 
available to ensure as many people as possible are on 
the electoral register by the end of the transition period 
and so make the boundary changes as representative as 
possible. 

There is a permanent strategy put in place to register 
students otherwise we will face the same problems 
every single year. The first step will be allowing students 
to register with student numbers rather than national 
insurance numbers. 

The Government seeks ways to expand voter registration 
to include many of the eight million people who are 
already not on the electoral register. 


THE VIEW OF THE ELECTORAL COMMISSION: 


“Taking into account the data and evidence which is 
available to us at this point and the significant polls 


which are scheduled for May 2016, we recommend that 
Ministers should not make an order to bring forward 
the end of the transition to IER.” 
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Changes to the way we register to vote mean up to 1.9m 
people are set to drop off the electoral register when it is 
recalculated in December. Most of them are drawn from 
the most economically vulnerable and politically isolated 
communities in society. 


This figure is likely to rise above 2.5m due to new students 
being unlikely to register at the beginning of the new 
academic year and the general churn of people moving 
home, especially those who live in the private rented sector. 


This huge drop-off will have a big impact on the Boundary 
Review, which will determine the parliamentary 
constituencies ahead of the next General Election. This 
review will be based on the new electoral registers and its 
work is due to start early next year. With the Government set 
to reduce the number of constituencies from 650 to 600, the 
concentration of missing voters in economically deprived 
communities and student-heavy areas will adversely affect 
their parliamentary representation. 


HOPE not hate has decided to take this up as an issue 
because those who live on the margins of society are most 
likely to drop off and without a way of participating in 
society excluded groups become vulnerable to extremism. 


WHAT’S GOING ON? 


The government, against the advice of its own independent 
expert body, want to bring forward by a year the date 

on which the transition period for the new individual 
electoral registration system will end to December 2015. 
This will result in up to 1.9m people being deleted from 
the registers in just a few months’ time. Under separate 
legislation these new, purged registers will then be used to 
redraw parliamentary boundaries in advance of the 2020 
general election. 


Problem registers tend to be in large urban areas with 

a high incidence of multi-occupancy housing, regular 

home movers and large numbers of historically low 
propensity registering voters. This means the combined 
impact of ending the registration transition period and 

the boundary review will result in a distorted electoral 
map in which urban areas and low propensity voters are 
disproportionately under-represented. There will also be a 
chronic problem with transient student populations. 


This is a crisis that goes to the very heart of the fairness of 
our democratic system. The curtailment of the transition 
period for the electoral registers can be stopped by a vote 
in either house of parliament. It is imperative that such a 
vote takes place and is won. 


HOW DID THIS COME ABOUT? 


Since July 2014 the UK has been changing the way people 
register to vote. As a result of The Electoral Registration and 
Administration Act 2013 it is moving from the old household 
survey method to a new method of individual registration. 


To start with all the people on the old register were 
transferred to the new register — about 46m people — and 
each name was cross-referenced with the DWP and other 
locally held data. This resulted in about 87% of people 
having their details verified and approved for the new 
register. The Electoral Commission, in conjunction with 


the Electoral Registration Officers (“EROs”), then invested 
significant time and money into investigating the remaining 
6m entries on the old register with a view to confirming 
them as legitimate voters or removing them from the 
registers. At the time of the general election in May of this 
year the 6m carried forward voters had been reduced to 
1.9m, still 4% of the total register. 


Under the original legislation, efforts would continue 

to verify or delete these outstanding entries until 
December 2016. However, the legislation allowed for 

the government of the day, having taken advice from the 
Electoral Commission (“EC”), to bring forward an order 
under the Act to change the end date to December 2015. 
On the 16" July the current government laid such an order 
before parliament despite explicit advice from the EC not 
to do so: 


“Taking into account the data and evidence which is 
available to us at this point and the significant polls 
which are scheduled for May 2016, we recommend that 
Ministers should not make an order to bring forward the 


end of the transition to IER. We recommend that the 
end date for the transition should reman, as currently 
provided for in law, December 2016.”

The order is subject to what is known as the ‘negative 
resolution procedure’ meaning that it can only be annulled 
by a vote of either house of parliament during a period of 

40 sitting days after the order was laid before parliament. 
Motions to annul have been submitted in both houses by the 
Liberal Democrats. The EC released a briefing note following 
the laying of the order before parliament which says ‘we are 
disappointed at the Government's announcement and still 
recommend that the end of transition should take place in 
December 2016 as set out in law. We therefore recommend 
that Parliament does not approve this order.’ 


Another piece of legislation, The Parliamentary Voting 
System and Constituency Act 2011, made provision for 

the number of constituencies to be reduced from the 
existing level of 650 seats to a revised level of 600. The new 
constituencies were originally intended to be in place for 
the 2015 general election and would have used as their base 
the electoral register of December 2011. The Boundary 
Commission proceeded with its work and produced a 

final proposal for the new constituencies in October 

2012. However, due to a disagreement amongst the then 
Coalition Government over Lords reform the changes did 
not proceed and the boundary review was postponed until 
2018. In order to meet the new timescale the Boundary 
Commission will have to start work in April 2016 using the 
December 2015 electoral registers. 


WHAT DOES THAT ALL MEAN? 


Quite aside from the democratic deficit created by the 
removal of 1.9 million potentially legitimate voters 
from the registers, the use of this inaccurate data in the 
forthcoming boundary review will institutionalise the 
underrepresentation of certain areas. 


This is because the 1.9m unconfirmed voters, 4% of the 
total electoral register, are not evenly spread across the 
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country. In fact there are huge variations in potential drop- 
off at a local authority level; ranging from some that are 
100% verified to Hackney that still has 23% of its register 
unverified. There are in the region of 120 local authorities 
that will see a fall in the number of registered voters of more 
than the average of 4%.

Figure 1: “Entries retained” refers to the entries which are unverified under 
IER but have remained on the registers until the end of the transition period, 
when they will be removed. 


Under the Boundary Commissions rules seats will inevitably 
be reallocated away from areas with high numbers of 
currently unverified voters to areas with complete or near 
complete registers. This invariably means away from 
urban areas with high-density housing and multiple 
occupancy to suburban and rural areas and that means 
away from young people, renters, certain ethnic minorities 
and students and towards older and retired people and 
home-owners. 


At the time that the 2012/13 review was halted the Boundary 
Commission was recommending a redistribution of seats in 
the UK to reduce to 600 as detailed in the table:

The proposed redistribution highlights issues that exist 
with the current registration system and the fact that the 
constituencies are based on numbers of registered voters 
and not population. Consequently, low propensity voters 
or others that are not registered due to home moves or 
error are discriminated against in the existing system. We 
can see that the proposals disproportionately impacted 
London, the North East, North West and West Midlands — all 
areas with major cities and substantial urban areas. The 
use of the highly incomplete and variable 2015 electoral 
register as the basis for the 2016/18 boundary review will 
dramatically exacerbate the existing biases. 


The Electoral Commission has not yet published detailed, 
ward-by-ward, analysis of its most recent review of the 
electoral registers. The last analysis available at that level 
of detail is from November 2014 at the end of the initial 
verification process (known as the Confirmation Live Run 
or CLR). Following a request from HOPE not hate the EC 
has provided a breakdown of the 2015 general election 
register by local authority area and this data is appended to 
this briefing note. Although now out of date (we know that 
two thirds of the outstanding entries have been verified or 
deleted) we can nevertheless draw some inferences from 
the CLR data and subsequent data and disclosures by 

the EC to support the assertion that the registers will be 
unfairly incomplete and that seats will be redistributed 
in a skewed and unfair way. In analysing the results of the 
matching process for voters the EC has consistently found 
that a disproportionate number of the retained entries are 
‘private renters, young people, students and people not 
born in the UK. People in these groups were also found 

be less likely to be correctly registered, mainly as a result 
of population movement (more likely to move home) and 
participation in the electoral process (less likely to vote).’ 


The following two images show extracts from the detailed 
ward-by-ward results of the CLR for two local authority 
areas. The first image is for the Cotswold District Council:

We can see that the difference between the rural and 
predominately owner-occupier Cotswold and the urban, 
high-private-renter Hackney was at this stage of the 
process in excess of 25% of the register for each of the 

‘top’ performing wards. Whilst we would expect that the 
situation would have improved in both locations following 
the work of the EC and EROs in the period building up 

to the general election we know (from the EC report of 
June 2015) that Hackney still had 23% of its register in the 
carried forward column in May. In simple but stark terms 
this means that Hackney stands to have its registered 
electorate reduced by almost a quarter of its current total 
in December 2015 and that the new reduced register will be 
used to allocate parliamentary seats (away from London) 
for the 2020 general election. This problem is not exclusive 
to Hackney; the EC report that the London boroughs of 
Brent, Haringey, Lambeth, Kensington & Chelsea and 
Redbridge all had retained entries amounting to 10% or 
more of the register in May 2015. 


One of the reasons why London is disproportionately 
affected by IER is the churn of people moving every 

year. The numbers of people living in private rented 
accommodation — and so moving more regularly — are 
significantly higher than in other parts of the country. 

The 2011 census identified the private rented sector making 
up 26.4% of all tenure in London and the housing charity 
Shelter predicts this will rise to 41% by 2025. 


There is also a general disparity between more settled, 
owner-occupying affluent areas and more urban, poorer 
communities with a greater churn of population. Using 
the general election register data and looking at the 

10 wealthiest local authority areas outside London 

and the 10 poorest clearly shows how the IER drop-off 
disproportionately affects poorer communities.

These results highlight just what a profound and distorting 
effect ending transition in 2015 will have on the London 
Mayoral Elections, the eligible electorate for the 
European Union referendum and the 
redrawing of parliamentary boundaries. 


RESULTS OF UNIVERSITIES RESEARCH 


Of the 54 universities we contacted to ask about voter 
registration, 21 of them got back to us before our deadline. 


Whilst the lack of response from the other 33 universities could 
have been due to a lack of time in the run up to freshers’ week, most 
of the press officers we spoke to were unaware of changes to voter 
registration suggesting campaigns are small. It also suggests an 
answer to our question was difficult to find — this might be the same 
for a student looking for information on how to register to vote. 


Where universities had run larger campaigns, for example the 
Universities of Sheffield, Manchester, Liverpool, City in London 
and Leicester, press officers responded immediately and 


enthusiastically to our questions. 


Furthermore, of the 21 universities that responded, 7 referred 
us directly to the student union, suggesting the university is not 
taking responsibility for the campaign. All the universities were 
working in collaboration with the SUs. 


Furthermore, all the universities were scaling down their actions 
this year as there is no general election. In the run up to the general 
election, the universities which responded had run big events 
about voting, but only 4 of them referred to plans for this year 
which involved actions to inform students of voter registration 
upon arrival in their welcome packs but no larger events so far. The 
exception to this was Leeds Beckett University student union who 
suggested they would like to continue their very successful “Give 
an X” campaign in the run up to the EU referendum in partnership 
with SUs at other Leeds-based Universities.

DECLINING REPRESENTATION 


London was set to lose five seats under the draft Boundary 
Review, but with an estimated 400,000 people likely to drop off 
the register in December this could rise to eight to ten seats. 
This number is disproportionately larger than the rest of the 
country with London set to lose 6.9% of its registered voters 
overall, the second largest loss being in Scotland at 5.5%.

WILL STUDENTS COMPOUND THE PROBLEM? 


The Government is likely to argue that local authorities still 
have three months to register voters and so the true drop-off 
is likely to be lower than the Electoral Commission figures. 
While councils do have an additional three months, very 
few have the resources or inclination to run major voter 
registration drives. 


The May 2015 register actually showed an increase in the 
number of people on the electoral register compared to 

12 months previously. This can be explained by major 
Voter Registration drives by councils, significant additional 
resources provided by central Government and the self- 
interest of political parties in registering voters likely to 
support them. 


None of these motivations or resources are available this 
autumn and, in fact, the situation will be compounded with 
new and returning students do not register to vote. Whereas 
previously colleges were able to register students en bloc, 
the new registration system requires all students to register 
individually, which, as was shown in the autumn of 2014, 
very few of them will do.

While many students did register shortly before the General 
Election, there will not be the same impetus, resources 

or political motivation to register students ahead of the 
December deadline. The 2013 draft Boundary Review was 
calculated at a time when colleges registered all students so 
it is fair to believe another 500,000+ students are unlikely to 
be on the December register. 


Research conducted by HOPE not hate found that the 
overwhelming majority of Universities had no plans to run 
registration campaigns this autumn and even amongst some 
of those that were it was to be on a much smaller scale than 
undertaken earlier this year. 


It is clear that the December register, upon which the 
Boundary Review will be based upon, will have students 
significantly under-represented. 


The Electoral Commission data also reveals that there 

has been a significant drop off in the number of Attainers 
(people who will reach the age of maturity, 18, during the 
life of the register). In 2015 just 247,705 Attainers joined the 
register compared to 314,451 in December 2014/March 2015 
and 470,398 in February/March 2014 the previous year.

Mm The Government seeks ways to expand voter registration 
to include many of the eight million people who are 
already not on the electoral register. In November 2014 
the now disbanded Political and Constitutional Reform 
Committee produced a report into Voter engagement in 
the UK and suggested a number of recommendations to 
increase registration and involvement in British politics. 
These recommendations should be actively considered 
by the Government. 


CONCLUSION 


Voting is the lifeblood of any democracy and so 
restricting the number of people allowed to vote 

can only be damaging for our political system. 

Without a way to engage in the democratic process 
disenfranchised communities could look to extreme 
and extra-parliamentary routes to vent their anger. 
While addressing concerns of fraud is important for the 
credibility of the electoral system, and the trust people 
have in it, it is surely of greater concern that almost 10 
million people — 17.7% of all eligible adults — will not be 
on the electoral register after December. 


In a year where Britain is proudly celebrating the 800" 
anniversary of the Magna Carta, a document that 
enshrined the rights of man under the law and which has 
been used as a basis for legal and democratic systems 
across the world, it is surely inconceivable that we are 
about to witness the greatest disenfranchisement in 
British history. 


The Government's decision to bring forward full 
implementation of IER should be annulled and more 
considered thought given to expanding the electoral 
register and increasing voter engagement throughout our 
democratic system.
